Edmonton company 
pled guilty in ozone-

The Federal government has fined a com¬ 
pany with six Ldmonton-area locations 
a staggering 55QD.Q00 for selling aerosol 
products that damage the ozone layer. 

It's the largest fine ever levied in Alberti 
in an azone^depletion case, officials said. 

Acklands-Crainger Jnc. specializes in 
indiLstri.il safety products and fasteners, 
and an Alberta investigat ion found it was 
selling two products containing hvdro- 
chlorofluorocarbons, or tiCFCs, an ozone- 
depleting substance banned in Canada. 

On Monday, representatives for the 
company pled guilty in the Provincial 
Court of Alberta to violating the Ozone- 
Oepletiiig Substances Regulation of the 
Environmental Protection Act. 

Between 2012 and 2014 the company 
sold 110 cans ofHV Switchgear lubricant 
and three cans of a cleaner tor electrical 
equipment called Sprayon EL3204. 


All contained HCFCs. 

"The prohibitions have been in a place 
for a whileT said Daniel Smith, acting 
regional director of environmental en- 
forcement Environment and Climate 
Change Canada. 

"Char view is that this is something 
that was preventable." 

The severity of the offence, the poten¬ 
tial harm to the environment and the 
company's history are weighed when 
deciding on a penalty, Smith said. 

Smith added officials first sent Ack- 
Jands-Grainger Jnc. a warning letter in 
2003 about a product they were selling. 
They were also charged and fined S i 50,000 
in 2G05 in relation to another product. 

"Cur goal is. through enforcement 
we're hoping to deter future violations, 
both relating to the company but also 
in the industry ns a whole." Smith said. 

In a statement provided to Metro, Ack- 
lands-Gminger said they “inadvertently" 
sold the two products. 

" these two products are prohibited in 
Canada, and this occurred because two 
suppliers were unaware of the difference 
in regulatory environments between the 
US. and Canada, 1 ” the statement reads. 

" We took responsibility for these er¬ 
rors and took immediate steps to prevent 
blither sales of these products."

“It was such a beautiful momoit” 
Sewell said of the men teaching 
her the Cree word, which means 
"helping one another.' and which 
is also the name ofan Edmonton 
organization. 

“ They knew that word and 
they knew it was important, and 
that it was important to say it 
right.” 

But Edmonton’s former poet 
laureate isn't feeling similarly 
proud of Coun. Bryan Anderson's 
request Tuesday for city officials 
to choose easier-to-pronounce 
Cree words or create Anglicized 
versions for street names that 
honour indigenous heritage. 

Anderson argued at council 
Tuesday that many residents 
struggle to pronounce or mite 
some of the names, such as 
Maskekosihk (Muss-Kay-GoSee) 
Trail, when giving directions. 

“1 can learn, but I struggle, so 
why would we create situations 
where people are going to be 


forced to struggle'/" Anderson 
said. “There are usability solu¬ 
tions.” 

Anderson said he has no beef 
with some Cree names — like 
Keehewin and Kaskitayo. which 
are names of Edmonton neigh¬ 
bourhoods — because they're 
spelled phonetically. 

tie added that other Edmonton 
neighbourhoods, like Bearspaw 
and Sweetgrass, are also derived 
from Cree words Masgwaahsid 
|Mas-gwa-ah-sidiand Wikaskok- 
iseyin (Wee-kas-kookee-sey-yin). 

But Sewell, who identi¬ 


fies as indigenous, disagrees. 

She said the hard-to-pro- 
nounce names are a learning 


managed to leam those names. 
so I think the rest of us can do 
it, too," she said. 

“It's an opportunity to look 
to our Cree and Blackfoot com¬ 


munity as teachers. That seems 
like a large and interesting step 
towards reconciliation." 

Sewell also said translating 
tree terms into English prompts 
her to ask, “Who is this easier 
For? Who does it harm?" 

“1 love English, but it's not 
simple. 1 think we could do our¬ 
selves a huge, enrichi ng favour 
to use indigenous names as an 
opportunity to bring fresh eyes 
to what this land hits been, is 
and can be."

Mayor says 
cities need 
more tools 

Mayor Don Ives on says Ed¬ 
monton has to hike property 
taxes to fix roads when senior 
governments don't deliver 
promised grant dollars or 
transfers, and he's calling 
for change. 

Iveson — along with four 
other big city mayors, includ¬ 
ing those from Calgary, To¬ 
ronto, Ottawa and Vancouver 
— penned a letter Tuesday to 
provincial governments and 
Ottawa, demanding more fis¬ 
cal powers for cities. 

The letter explained that 
city governments are cur¬ 
rently limited to using prop¬ 
erty taxes to support growing 
operating budgets at a time 
when investing in transit, 
roads and other infrastruc¬ 
ture is urgently needed. 

“Our request is simple: 
give us the tools to do the 
job and! the accountability 
that goes with them and 
we'll build great cities for 
the benefit of all Canadians," 
the letter reads. 

Iveson said Alberta prom¬ 
ised Edmonton a grant of 51.4 
billion through its municipal 
sustainability initiative, a 
plan that provides cities with 
funding for infrastructure. 

But, he added, the city 
only saw 5 900 million of 
that grant, stretched over 
more years than originally 
promised. 

He said the city isn't asking 
for new money but instead 
for certainty, and without it 
property taxes are the only 
way to raise revenues.

Dutch Delirious, the Edmonton 
bakery that stirred Christmas 
controversy List week for cele¬ 
brating the holiday with Zwarte 
Iriel, or “Black Pete." has posted 
tin apology on Eacebook. 

"We recently held our annual 
Sinterklaas celebration on Dec. 
3," the post reads, referring to 
the traditional Dutch holiday. 

"We do realize that we have 
offended people with our Zwarte 
Piet character. So to those we 
have offended, it was done very 
unintentionally and we are sorry 
for causing hurt," the post con¬ 
tinues. 

"That is why we have derided 
to change our festivities in the 
corning years to incorporate a 
Chimney Piet who will have soot 
streaks on his face and lose the 
curly hair and red lips." 

According to Dutch tradition. 
Sinterklaas, or Saint Nicholas, 
travelled with Black fete, who 
is a Moor person from Spain. 

The character has drawn con¬ 
troversy in recent years for be¬ 
ing portrayed using black face, 
often with exaggerated red lips 
and curly hair. 

Many Edmontonians spoke 
out against the bakery using the 
character last week, arguing its 
not appropriate in Canada.

Edmonton is happy and un¬ 
healthy. 

That’s according to the Con¬ 
ference Board of Canada’s first- 
ever City Health Monitor report 
which ranks 10 Canadian cit¬ 
ies on their physical and socio¬ 


economic health. 

The report uses 24 indicators 
broken into four main categories. 

Edmonton comes in third 
place in life satisfaction, despite 
placing dead List with a “D" rat¬ 
ing in population health. 

Researcher G reg Sutherland 
said Edmonton has higher rates 
ofheait disease, strokes, cancer, 
hypertension and diabetes than 
most other cities —but it doesn't 
seem to matter to us. 

“It's not affecting their hap 
piness. which is weird," he said. 

“It l s all about how you per¬ 
ceive your health as opposed to 
what your actual rated health is.'' 

Sutherland, the principal 
economist in the CanadLm Alli¬ 


ance for Sustainable Health Care, 
said it’s hard to say exactly why 
Bdrnonton has a high prevalence 
of serious health conditions, but 
we scored “C in smoking and 
physical activity and "D” on eat¬ 
ing fruits and vegetables. 

Life satisfaction rankings are 
based on measures like stress 
level, a sense of belonging to 
one's community, and percep¬ 
tion of health — so it could be 
that Edmontonians think they 're 
healthier than they actually are. 

“While it's true that we've 
seen some economic turbulence 
in Edmonton recently, incomes 
there are pretty much higher 
hum every other spot in the coun¬ 
try," he said. 

SutherLind hopes the research 
will nudge Edmonton toward 
long-term action on health pro¬ 
motion. He also warned that 
people should not put too much 
stock in the results, however, 
stating they only give a "broad 
view” of each city's health. 

"When we put it all together, 
we have some that are just a little 
healthier t him others," he said. 

Saskatoon placed first in the 
overall ranking, while Montreal 
was List.

Alberta Health Services is noti¬ 
fying 200 people who may have 
been exposed to tuberculosis at 
two Ednvonton outpatient clinics. 

The organization mailed noti¬ 


fication letters Tuesday, after po¬ 
tential exposures to a confirmed 
case of TB at the Kaye Edmonton 
Clinic and the University of Al¬ 
berta Hospital. 


In a release, officials said the 
confirmed case of IB is not an 
ongoing risk in either facility', and 
the general public is not at risk. 

The notification letters indude 


information on TB assessment 
screening and treatment, if re¬ 
quired. Follow-up screening is 
being handled by the TB Servi¬ 
ces and Communicable Disease 


Control Team. 

Tuberculosis bacteria can be 
spread when an infected person 
coughs, sneezes or talks. Others 
ore infected when they in hide the 


bacteria into their lungs. 

Most of the time the bacteria 
stays inactive, but in some cases 
can develop into the tuberculosis

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Opposition boycotts 
panel on kids in care

Party leaders 
say initiative 
lacks teeth 

An Alberta legislature peinel look¬ 
ing at ways to keep children safe 
in government care hits morphed 
into a standoff between parties 
on both sides of the aisle. 

Leader of the four opposition 
parties said Tuesday they will 
boycott the panel unless Premier 
Rachel Nodeys gtwernment gives 
it the tools to get at the root of 
the problem. 

They also said the minister 
in charge, Irfan Sabir, needs to 
excuse himself from the panel 
because some recent problems 
are tied to him. 

"Essentially the minister is 
on trial here and he's part of 
the judge and jury the way the 
government fuis designed (the 
panel), 14 said Progressive Conserv¬ 
ative interim leader file Melver. 

“It's till unacceptable. Why 
meet if you're not going to do 
anything? 14 

Earlier Tuesday, the opposition 
leaders sent a list of changes they 
believe are needed for the panel 
to have the necessary authority 
and credibility. 

The changes include a com¬ 
mitment to iin open process and 
protection for those who come 
forward from being punished in 
the workplace for speaking out. 

They also want Sabir to testify. 

The leaders, and M DP deputy 
government house leader JJeron 
Bilaus, said they haven't closed 
the door on negotiations. 

"We're trying to work with the 
government here," said Wildrose 
Leader Brian Jean. 

Bilious, however, said the panel 
will begin its work soon, with or

without the opposition. 

Sabir and Motley announced 
the panel on Dec. 1 after it was 
revealed through media reports 
and the child and youth, advocate 
that there had been little action 
for two years on the death of a 
four-year-old girl named Serenity. 

The girl died while in the care 
of extended family members. 
She was sent to hospital with 
severe brain trauma and signs 
of violent physical and sexual 
abuse. She was also extremely 


malnourished and weighed just 
IS pjounds. 

Child advocate Del Gruff re¬ 
ported that w r arning signs of 
maltreatment were investigated 
and dismissed, and that after 
Serenity's horrific injury her sib¬ 
lings told authorities she w r as 
routinely hit. 

Sabir promised action when 
the issue became public late bust 
month. But opposition members 
are now calling for him to resign 
after he admitted last week that 
after his promise it ttxik another 
two weeks for Mounties to get 
access to the government 's elec¬ 
tronic file on Serenity. 

Sabir, with Motley’s backing, 
is refusing to quit the human 
services portfolio. He has said 
there is much work to do and he 
is committed to doing it.

Council passes lowest tax- 
increase budget in decade

Edmonton will face the lowest tax 
increase it has seen in a decade 
next war aftercity count:] passed 
the 2016-IS supplemental budget 
adjustment Tuesday 

Council finalised this year's 
budget talks Tuesday, which re¬ 
sulted in a 2.9 per cent property 
tax increase in 2017 — down 
from the proposed 3.1 per cent 
hike. That means the average 
Edmonton household wilt pity 
about $6.59 a day for city services 


and programs next year — or, 
an extra 566 yearly in 2017 and 
Si20 in 201 s" 

City councillors h;kd to make 
tough decisions prior to the bike 
and chose to not fund many 
groups. For example, council 
said no to funding Mail Blanche, 
Art of living and Heritage Festi¬ 
val's “ouUDf-the-box* museum. 

However, Edmontonians can 
still expect major projects to pro¬ 
ceed, like EndfrivertyEdmonton, 
which will notv begin work on 
lifting 10.000 residents out of 
poverty. 

Council will also re-in vest 
$22 million — 1,5 per cent of 


its total 1.7 per cent in savings 
— Into neighbourhood renewal, 
a program that funds repairs to 
roods, sidewalks and streetlights 
in roughly 300 aging neighbour¬ 
hoods. 

Mayor Don Iveson said the 
budget invests in people and 
infrastructure. 

“That's not an easy feat when 
you consider 2016 has brought 
more economic uncertainty to 
our region tint! with it. the de¬ 
mands placed on the City of Ed¬ 
monton have increased." "he said.

Vader alleges abuse in jail 


COURT 

His lawyer is 
asking to stay 
conviction or 
reduce sentence 

An Alberta man convicted of 
killing two missing seniors says 
he was humiliated with strip 
searches, attacked by guards and 
subjected to horrendous living 
conditions while in custody. 

Travis Vader, who did not test¬ 
ify during his high-profile mur¬ 
der trial, stood in the prisoner's 
box Tuesday dur¬ 
ing his senten¬ 
cing hearing in 
Edmonton and 
listed numer¬ 
ous allegations 
of abuse over the 
Last six years. 

“I wouldn’t 

treat my dog like that," the 
44-year-old said about the many 
times he spent crammed in a 
holding tank with about 20 other 
people. 

Other times he was in segrega¬ 
tion, alone in a cell for 23 hours a 
day with no IV or radio, and feces 
were squeezed under his door. 


Guards also taunted him. Vad¬ 
er said. 

"Did you do itT he said they 
repeatedly asked him. 

"Where's the bodies, VaderT 

Vader was convicted earlier 
this year of manslaughter in the 
July 2010 deaths of Lyle and Marie 
McCann. The elderly couple van¬ 
ished on their way to a camping 
trip in British Columbia. 

Their bumed-out motorhome 
and a vehicle they had been tow¬ 
ing were discovered in the day's 
after they vanished. But their 
bodies have never been found. 

A jridge determined that Vader, 
a desperate drug 
addict, came 
across the sen¬ 
iors in their RV 
and killed them 
during a robbery. 

Defence law¬ 
yer Nattum Whir¬ 
ling is asking the 
court to stay Vader’s conviction 
or at least reduce his sentence— 
even to time served — because 
of mistreatment. An application 
before the court also daims RCMP 
prevented Vader from consult¬ 
ing with a lawyer when be was 
questioned about the McCanns.

The Alberta liquor Store Associa¬ 
tion is disappointed by a federal 
task force's report on the legal¬ 
ization and sale of marijuana, 
as it argues against the idea of 
co-location. The Association rep¬ 
resents almost 600 liquor stores 
across the province and has been 
pushing for their members to be 
allowed to sell marijuana when 
it becomes legal. 

"Today's report from the Task 
Force was both encouraging and 
disappointing/ said association 
president Ivonne Martinez, in a 
release."On the one hand, we 
are encouraged to see the rec¬ 
ommendation that provinces 
regulate the distribution and 
retail sale of cannabis.” 

Rut Martinez also hit out at the 
task force's recommendation on 
allowing liquor stores to also sell 
marijuana. "Not only does this 
contradict the recommendation 
to allow provinces to decide, it 
ignores the solid track record 
Alberta's private liquor retailers 
have earned when it comes to 
the responsible sale of controlled 
substances," Martinez said.

The federal government will 
bring in legislation next spring 
that could see storefront or mail¬ 
order sales of legal recreational 
pot to Canadians aged 18 and 


older if Ottawa adopts recom¬ 
mendations in a new report. 

The report by a task force as¬ 
signed to study how the Liberals 
could implement their campaign 
promise to legalize pot was re¬ 
leased Tuesday, and said three 
provinces, including Ontario, 
may want to set the legal mari¬ 
juana consumption age higher 
to match their minimal drink¬ 
ing age of 19. 

Overall, the task force chair 
said regulation of many aspects of 


investments on public awareness 
campaigns, research into the 
medical effects of marijuana, and 
on boosting law enforcement's 
ability to police drug-unpaired 
drivers. 

Anne McLellan, chair of 


Medical Association which 
called for a minimum age of 
21 years old for legal consump¬ 
tion based on fears of damage 
to teenage brains.

Rebels to 
evacuate in 
surrender 


Goodbye from Aleppo 

Aleppo's doctors, activists and residents bid emotional goodbyes in online videos and 
social media posts. They wanted to have the final say in the merciless civil war. 


Syrian rebels reached a ceasefire 
deal to evacuate from eastern 
Aleppo in an effective surrender 
tin Tuesday, as Russia declared 
all military action had stopped 
and the Syrian government bad 
assumed control of the former 
rebel enclave. 

'The developments, which ap¬ 
peared to restore the remainder 
of what was once Syria's largest 
city to files idem Bashar Assad's 
forces, followed reports of mass 
killings by government forces. 

UN Secretary-General Ban Ki- 
moon told the emergency meet¬ 
ing he had received “credible 
reports' 1 of civilians killed by 
bombing and summary execu¬ 
tions by pro-government forces. 

The UN human lights office 
said it had received reports of 
pro-government forces killing af 
least S2 civilians in the rapidly- 
shlinking rebel enclave, includ¬ 
ing 11 women and 13 children. 

A spokesman said the reports 
described pro-government forces 
entering homes and killing civil¬ 
ians "on the spot* 

Rami Abdurrahman of the 
Britain-based Syrian Observatory 
for Human Rights said hundreds 
of bodies were still under nibble.

First came the distress calls from 
doctors in underground shelters 
and morgues. I hen residents 
under relentless bombardment 
in the few remaining blocks 
under rebel control in Aleppo 
began posting emotional good¬ 
byes on social media and in 
widely circulated messages. 

‘ihey wanted to have the final 
say in the merciless civil war. 

"There is a problem with this 
planet." said Monther Etaky h a 
2S-year old graphic designer. 
“This planet doesn't want 


people to live as free or to live 
as humans." 

'Ihe world's view of the -Syria 
conflict has been largely driven 
by YouTube, Twitter and Face- 
book — making it one of the 
world's most documented wars 
through amateur vide os and 
coverage. This has given the 
activists a major role in chron¬ 
icling the war, and in lobbying 
for the world's response. 

Nearly six years into the con¬ 
flict, they complained the world 
has been looking the other way. 


“Why is this silence? People 
are being eliminated." tweeted 
Abdulkafi Alhamdo. an English 
teacher who has been a vocal 
critic of President Bashar Assad's 
government. Then, he wrote: 
“The last (message). Thanks for 
Everything. We shared many 
moments. The last tweets were 
from an emotional father, 
farewell #Aleppo." 

A local aid worker who gave 
only his first name, Omar, sent 
an emotional recorded mes¬ 
sage that was widely shared on 


Whatsapp. 

“The government forces are at 
the end of the street. Foigive us," 
he said in issuing a tormented 
apology for failing to protect 
the rebel enclave, once seen as 
the jewel of Syria’s rebellion. 

After four years of holding 
onto nearly half of what was 
once Syria's largest dty and com¬ 
mercial centre, thousands of 
residents of rebel-held Aleppo 
had been cornered in a one- 
square-mile sliver of land for 
days as Syrian government 


troops, backed by Russia, 
resisted calls for a cease-fire, 
pushing into the territory as 
rebel defences crumbled. 

Btaky said the fast buckling 
of rebel defences shocked him 
at first. 

After months of siege im¬ 
posed since July the rebels had 
no more power to go on , he said. 
With their families trapped in 
the city with them, many fight¬ 
ers left the front lines to tend 
to their relatives’ safety'.

lined with gilded-frame oil 
paintings of past presidents. 
When he picks up books 
from a street vendor, one 
is Ralph Ellison’s Invisible 
Man, which he still cites as 
a favourite. Another is by 
W,E,B- Du Bois, the first Af¬ 
rican American to get a doc¬ 
torate from Harvard, where 
Obama went to law school 
after his time at Columbia. 

After the credits rolled 
and the filmmakers and east 
walked on stage, the audi¬ 


ence waited for Devon Ter¬ 
rell, the actor who had taken 
on the enormous task of 
portraying the president of 
the United States for his first 
feature film, to speak. And 
as he told us how he wanted 
to avoid caricature (be did), 
how he learned to write and 
play basketball left-handed, 
how he had an emotional 
connection to Obama be¬ 
cause change the name and 
it could’ve been about him, 
we rustled in our seats with 
surprise upon hearing his 
voice, “I’m Australian by the 
way," he said. 

"We really wanted to 
make sure that you could 
relate to Barry," director 
Vi Imam Gandhi said, “that 
you can glean something 
about race in America, and 
that even if you forgot who 
he would become, you'd still 
believe he would become 
someone significant.” 

But it was sometimes dif¬ 
ficult to lose sight that Barry 
would become Barack, es¬ 
pecially during a love scene 
that left a row of women 
directly behind me whoop¬ 
ing and hollering.

Biopics are often as much 
about the past as they are 
about the present and even 
the future, even though the 
foreshadowing is not always 
intentional. When Barry’s 
fi 1 m ma ke rs. for exa mp le, 
concei ved of the project and 
saw it through, they must've 
felt celebratory. Even back in 
September there were was a 
sense of elation in the audi- 
ence. But now. the moment 
portrayed, and the last eight 
years, feel less like a celebra¬ 
tion. They teel like an elegy.

“Shade" now 
has a thriving career in being 
misapplied by news outlets 
desperate for millennial clicks.

Woke must be buried to 
saw us from ourselves. We 
clearly don’t know,' what 
words mean anymore. 

Woke had a good m n. Eiy- 
kah Badu sang it in her 2008- 
song “Master Teacher, H which 
birthed the current popular 
meaning of the word. 

Woke had a quiet adoles¬ 
cence in being used mainly 
by Badu fans and tired people. 
But always, fbr Black people, 
wokeness meant slaying alert 
to the injustices levelled at 
our bodies and commun¬ 
ities, and continuing to resist 
the systems that perpetrated 
those injustices. After the 
2012 murder of Tray von Mar¬ 
tin and the exoneration of his 
murderer, Black people on 
Twitter reminded each other 
lo tfstaywoke.

This belief in the partial hu¬ 
manity Of black people, added 
to a New Yorker interview in 
which he admitted to being 
influenced by Barack Obama, 
made some people believe 
that Beck was woke now. He 
is not. 

Beck's media platform, The 
Blaze, continues Lo peddle the 
same shrill toxicity that his 
Fox News show once ampli¬ 
fied. Torn! lahren, a sort of 
Ann Coulter but blonder and 
less overtly racist, hosts a 
show for The Blaze. If Glenn 
Beck is woke, his work man¬ 
ages not to be. 

Wokeness isn't be a badge 
to be shined; for black people, 
it's a mode of survival. And for 

white populations, ii must be 
matched with a desire and ac¬ 
tions to protect the most vul¬ 
nerable and marginalized. 

As Lhe horrors of the 
Trump presidency are un¬ 
veiled, people — by this, 1 
largely mean while people — 
will awaken to the fact that 
Muslims and Mexicans are, 
indeed, human beings, They 
must not be allowed to claim 
wokeness. Rather than let 
it be diluted by mainstream 
(read: white) culture in the 
maimer of a Disney movie, we 
must put woke into the vault, 

Words lose their impact 
when they cease to mean 
anything. In the way that "alt- 
right" obscures hate, "woke” 
gives many people more cred¬ 
it than they've earned.

Suburu people are among the 
most vocal in the world of auto¬ 
motive fandoms about how 
much they love their tars. 

I've driven practically the 
whole lineup of Subaru cars, 
aud while they are very decent 
vehicles, 1 was never overwhelm¬ 
ingly impressed by them. They 
were good, but not the best. The 
Subaru fandom always left me 
a bit confused, and 1 assumed 
they adhered to some sort of 
cult mentality with their blind 
faith in a quirky brand. 

That's until 1 finally got to 
drive the 2017 Subaru WRX STI 
1 am now able to fully under¬ 
stand the draw of the STL The 
beautiful thing about it — and 
let's not kid ourselves, it's not 
how it looks — is how it makes 
you drive like a teenager who has 
nothing to lose. There's a level 
of driving engagement that is 
pretty much unmatched by any¬ 
thing else in its price range, it's 
impossible not to have fun when 
driving it, even when you're go¬ 
ing slow. Cars like this are really 
rare, and 1 was actually really 
surprised by how giddy I felt 


driving it. 

T he one thing that people 
might not like about this car is 
that drama. Nobody is going to 
see this car and assume a respon¬ 
sible adult is driving it. Passersby 
and law enforcement will no 
lice the huge hood scoop and 
comically large wing sitting on 
the trunk, hem - the exhaust's ag¬ 
gressive cracks and burbles, and 
see someone who's looking for 
trouble.
